CLAIMS 1-8 

The applicant's submissions have been carefully considered. 

The invention defined in the present claims is characterised by a method of deriving three orthogonal 
components of ground reaction force (GRF) to analyse an athlete's performance by combining data acquired 
from in shoe force sensors with data acquired from a 3D accelerometer located at an athlete's centre of mass. As 
such, two pieces of equipment, the in shoe force sensor, and the 3D accelerometer are essential to the definition 
of the invention. 

None of the prior art documents cited in the International Search Report disclose this precise arrangement on 
their own rendering the invention defined in the present claims novel over this cited prior art. 

It is believed that the two pieces of equipment, viz. the in shoe force sensor, and the 3D accelerometer, and the 
combination of the data acquired from the two pieces of equipment to derive three orthogonal components of 
ground reaction force (GRF) to analyse an athlete's performance would not be obvious to a person skilled m the 
art, and the invention defined in the present claims therefore possesses an inventive step.
